I was in 
business then In the county sent of 
Hogwallow county, a little town called 
RushviUe. Why It 'vas called Kush- 
-ville, I was never able to learn. For. 
up until the time of this story, there 
was certnlnly nothing verr rushing 
about either the town or the county. 

Almost every man In the county 
owned a little farm which had been 
handed down from father to son for 
generations. And most of the farms 
were rich, with some new ground to 
he cleared. Rut, in 11)33, the farmers 
had given up trying to Improve their I 
| lot. for this reason: 

^ If you will remember, hack about | 
*1032, the federal government began 
giving relief to the needy people of 
the country. When Mr. Roosevelt came 
Into the presidency 111 the spring of 
1933, he vowed that lie would take 
care of the “forgotten man.” Well sir. 
When tills relief money began coming 
Into Hogwallow county, n funny thing 
happened! Little by little, men lost 
interest in farming. Instead of the 
usual talk about the condition of crops 
and whether or not soybeans would 
lnilld up a sorry field, all that wns 
to he heard on every side was, “D’you 
reckon we’ll get any more relief this 
month?” 

A year went by. People were Just 
drifting. They didn’t know where they 
were heading, and didn’t seem to care. 
As long as the government paid them 
» few dollars a month for work on the 
roads, all was well. Farms were grow¬ 
ing up In hushes all over the county! 
Fences rotting down! And those few 
who did try to Improve their farms 
and make a living on their own hook 
were confronted with this problem: 
It wns almost Impossible to hire a 
work hand. “Why, we can’t work for 
yon on the farm at a dollar a day 
when we get $2.40 from the guv’ment," 
they said. 

Men whose barns only a few years 
before had been tilled with cattle and 
sheep and hogs, came in to the county 
seat and signed up papers that they 
were needy! The people lost whatever 
pride they had ever possessed. (In all 
sides the clamor grew for more relief, 
more relief! They weren't even thank¬ 
ful for wlmt they were roe dvlng! 

I'm trying to ninke il clear to you 
how low the spirit of the county had 
fallen. Let me take Timothy MfGriitl) 
and show what the depression and the 
relief work did to him. 

When Timothy's old man died, he 
left Timothy a hundred sixty acres 
of hill and bottom land. A good farm, 
as farms go in those hills. And Tim¬ 
othy was u good farmer. Lived on 
the fat of the laud. Raised a big cane 
patch each year, tobacco, and lots of 
sheep, cattle, and hogs. Timothy mar¬ 
ried a good, industrious woman, and 
• ’%ey raised a big family. Sent some 
of the children off to school. A lot of 
Timothy's friends talked of running 
him for county Judge. 

Hut in 1930 llie hitter winds began 
to blow. First, Timothy's wife died. 
Then cholera killed all his hogs, and 
cattle went to nothing. So Timothy 
lay down on the Job, like a lot of the 
rest of us. Little by little his farm 
ran down. His children drifted back 
from school. All except Philip, who

no seed corn nor soybeans did I see! 
Instead of talking about crops, the 
knots of men scattered about the 
auditorium were busy debating about 
how many days they would get on the 
uext road working. 

At seven o’clock, Jolt Davis cnlled 
the meeting to order, and everyone 
took Ills seat. The first thing on the 
program was some fiddle music. And 
then Jeff announced that Hank Adams 
would give a short talk on the relief 
work. Hnnk told nhout how much 
good the relief was doing in the coun¬ 
ty, and how many men were working. 
“Hoys," said Hank. “I understand that 
beginning next month we are to get 
more than we have ever dreamed of!” 
Cheers shook the auditorium, and I 
cheered too. lleiiig in the dry goods 
I uslness, relief for the farmer meant 
relief for me. 

As Ilnnk talked, my eye wandered 
over the hall. There sat sturdy men 
who only a few years before hud been 
men of plenty. Tonight, they silt in 
faded overalls. Hardly able to pay 
their taxes. Instead of supporting the 
government, the government was sup¬ 
porting them! Taking charity ! And. 
what hurt most, they were forgetting 
how to depend upon themselves, were 
| leaning more and more upon the 
government! 

After Ilank hail finished. Jeff arose 
l and said. “The next speaker on the 
! program was to have been young 
Philip McGrath, son of our prominent 
citizen. Timothy McGrath. Young 
Philip has just been ordained a min¬ 
ister and I am sure that he would 
have had a powerful message for ns.

At that moment, something seemed 
to melt from the shadows at the back

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FARMERS’ COLUMN 


About the Farm 

Mold develops on practically all 
cured meats, tlie amount varying with 
the season and the length of time 
the meat is kept. In damp weather, 
it develops more thnn in dry weather. 
Mold does not impair the flavor or 
duality of meat. 

A moist mash fed in mild weather 
encourages hens to eat. Noon is a 
good time to feed it. Simply moisten 
some dry mnsh witli either warm wa¬ 
ter or milk, about three pounds per 
100 hens. Make it crumbly, and never 
sloopy wet. 

Style specialists, say bright colors 
are only for the young and vivacious 
whose coloring is good, and for active 
children. They may detract from the 
dignity which n woman of advancing 
age should cultivate. Rabies also 
should not is? decorated in brlllant 
colors. 

Anytime from now until about 
March 1 is a good time to prune apple, 
peach and other lurge fruit trees.

Three benefit, payments will be 
made to farmers who Join in the plan. 
The f.rst will be a rental of $20 an 
acre for land removed from produc¬ 
tion. whether It be 33 1-3 or 50 percent 
of tlie recent acreage devoted to 
tobacco growing. 

The second payment will be not 
less thnn 10 percent of the total snles 
value of tlie 11)33 crop, where the 
farmer agrees to reduce production 
by 33 1-3 percent; or 15 percent of 
Hie value of tills i ear's crop, where 
the reduction is 50 percent. However, 
no grower is to receive less tlinnflS 
or more thnn $45 an acre for the 
land rented to tlie government. 

Tlie third payment will not bo less 
thnn 15 percent of tlie total vnlue of 
the 1034 crop, where the grower cuts 
liis production by a third; or not less 
thnn 35 percent of tlie value of next 
year's crop where tlie reduction is 50 
percent. 

if a farmer grows for market loss 
than ills allotted production, then lie 
will receive another payment eininl to 
2 cents a pound for each pound he pro¬ 
duces under his allotment.

EDUCATION IN KENTUCKY 

It Is a lamentable fact that the 
school per capita has dropped from 
$0 to f8, says the Danville Advocate. 

But it will not he necessary to raise 
more money from I ho state to cure 
this evil. It Is the distribution of the 
money that goes to schools wherein 
the trouble lies. The Advocate has 
time and again pointed out Hint Ken¬ 
tucky Is squandering money like a 
drunken sailor on education in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The waste Is appalling nnd it all 
conies thru the state maintaining five 
normal schools—one at the university 
of Kentucky, one ut Bowling Green, 
one nt Morehend, one at Richmond, 
and one at Murray. 

In expenditure for normal schools 
Kentucky conics foutrli In the sister¬ 
hood of states. 

Now, here Is a suggestion. Don't go 
to the legislature seeking further 
funds to put the school per capita 
back to Its former handsome point of 
$9, hut reallocate the money, ns huge 
ns It is, that is being spent so lavishly 
upon education In tiie state. 

Either abolish or suspend the ac¬ 
tivities of two of the normal schools. 

In these trying times, when every¬ 
body is "taking it on the chin," why 
can’t the normal schools come in for 
a few rails? 

Kentucky is suffering from an over¬ 
plus of teachers anyway nnd the best 
way out of this educational dilemma 
is to cease the awful, outrageous ex¬ 
penditures nt the normal schools. 
Take tile money from “Peter and pay 
Paul." Just try this system for a 
while and you will like it. 

Kentucky owes much of her present 
indebtedness to the useless normal 
school outlay and unending expense.
